The Centennial Publication is planned as a four volume work, 
each volume containing about 250 pages. The first two volumes will 
be devoted to Methodology, and Greek and Roman numismatics. The 
third will deal with Byzantine, Mediaeval and Oriental coins, and 
in the fourth Renaissance, Modern and American coins, and medals, 
will be treated. 

Each contributor is invited to submit an article of not more 
than twenty pages, to be printed in the format of the Society*s NU¬ 
MISMATIC STUDIES (19*5 x 27 cm), the average page of which contains 
about 3200 printed characters (i.e., 600 words in English). Nor¬ 
mally one plate is envisaged for each article. 

The manuscript may be written in English, French, German, Ital¬ 
ian or Spanish. It is requested that it be sent typewritten, double¬ 
spaced, to the Chief Editor, Professor Harald Ingholt, Box 2146, Yale 
Station, New Haven, Conn., to whom all questions of possible additional 
illustrative material and other queries should be addressed.
